carry on a long and regular warfare aguiiiRt the Eng
lish forces. England never was so powerful as slu
now is, and never so well prepared to carry on wai

in a distant theatre. Her immense steam navy, aidec

by rapid communications by mail and the telegraph
makes it less difficult for her to conduct a war now ii
India than to have carried on one in America fortj
years ago. Yet, with all these advantages, tin

I emancipation. They push their conquests South
and resort to coolies, apprentices, and African immi
grants to supply the place of slaves, and to furnisl
enough of cheap cotton mid sugar to ward off famin
and prevent revolution. None of their experiment
have succeeded or promise to succeed. The futur
looks more gloomy than the past.
